ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE. 

THE new humorous little affair, My Uncle’s Card, commenced 
the entertainments here yesterday evening, aod was received with 
much laughter. At itsconclusion 7'he Ladies’ Club was repeated, 
A Day after the Wedding followed, and Ins and Outs, with The 
Demon Gift, concluded. A pew mythological Burletia is io pre- 
paration, to be called Life in the Clouds ; or, Olympus in an 
Uproar, It will embrace the whole strength of the company. A 
new Farce is also preparing. 

Mr. Bunn io bis work entitled “ The Stage,” says ‘* We are an 
untheatrical people,” and proceeds as follows ; ‘* Contrast the po- 
sition of the principal Theatres in most other countries with their 
station here, and little further argument will be necessary to prove 
what I have advanced, The character of the English people differs 
very materislly from that of almost every other Europeon power 
io this particular, The maintenance of a well conducted stage is a 
state affair with most continental cabinets, and when, in addition 
to the support derived from the respective goveroments, the general 
taste of the people is taken iato consideration, we cease to wonder 
that the foreigo stage has produced such emicent artistes. I, for 
one, do not think it compatible with the disposition of this country, 
that its places of public entertainment should be upheld by any 
grant from Government, nor that any of the leading profession 
should figure on the Pension List, but it is nevertheless true, that 
if such were the case, wa should not complain as wedo of the 
great dearth of dramatic talent. There are many to be found who 
would rather see a few thousands bestowed upon the cultivation of 
the tragic muse, than squandered on the worthless ipnutilities of 
public pageantry, but the general sense of the people would be de- 
cidedly opposed to any such psyments, In countries where this 
aid is given, the public feeling is of an essentially dramatic tendency. 
Take for example, France, Italy, and Germany, 8s forming the most 
enlightened portion of Evrope, and in all the priocipal cities—cer- 
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tainly io the capitels—of those dominions, this will be found to be 
the case, Io Poris, the Académie Royale, the Théatre Frapeais, 
the Opéra Italien, and the Opéra Comique, bave each an allow- 
ance from the Government. The first receives no less a sum per 
anovm than 800 000 francs, (£32,000,) and the gratuitous use of 
the Theatre besides—ao amount taken together equal to the or- 
diosry receipts, for an entire season, at either of our principal The- 
atres, and after a certain period of service, its leadiog performers 
have a handsome retiring pension from the State, and their latter 
deys are not subject to the limited means of a theatrical fund. With 
such a prosp<ct as this before them, the parents of a promising 
child are induced to expend liberally on education, in those various 
branches of art and accomplishment considered as necessary quali- 
fications, The inducement leads to the cultivation of the profession,
